GROUNDNUTS 
GO SLOW 
ORDERED 


London, Sept. 28,

The Corporation actet tm- 
mediately after the experts on- 
nounced thelr view that fur- 
ther work on flens drawn up 
tast year would be “ill advised.” 

They urged (that only 12,000 
acres should -be cropped in 
each of the next three years 
instead of the 80,050 acres 
planned in the original scheme. 

The report fs to be accepted 
in its “main essentials,” the
